9:53 P.M. meeting to order by D. Kelin, Moderator. Warning was read. 


ARTICLE #1: To elect Town Officers for the ensuing year. 
(By Australian ballot.) 


ARTICLE #2: To see if the Town will vote to sell the property and 
building that was used for the Town Garage in Amsden. (by Australian 
bad tote.) 

M. Butterfield asked if the Selectmen recommended to sell this property. 
They stated that they did recommend this sale. R. Jaquith stated that 
the Budget Committee recommended passage of articles 2,8,9,10,11,13,14 
and amend #12. 3B. Howe asked how much land was involved. E. Torpey 
stated 3/4 acre. 


P. Daniels stated several candidates for office had arrived after first 
reading of list. D. Kelin reread list with those present standing to 
be recognized.

ARTICLE #6: Shall the voters of the Weathersfield Town School District 
approve the expenditure of $1,449,924.00 for the support of public 
schools for the 1985-1986 school year of which $914,627.44 shall be 
raised by taxes, which shall be for current expenses. Becky Noake 

made motion we do, second by L. Zigman. 

E. Dodge proposed amendment "Shall the voters of the Weathersfield Town 
School District approve the expenditure of $1,472,755 for the support of 
public schools for the 1985-86 school year; of which $937,458.44 re- 
duced by any additional State Aid over $472,000.00 received by the 

Town School District shall be raised by taxes; and which shall be for

current expenses." 

Dr. Hammond explained in length, going through budget, the reasons and 
places for this change. J. Fuller asked what percent of an increase 
the teachers would be getting and the answer was 6.7%. G. Toye ex- 
plained the 4x4 step increase plan which the teachers use as their 
scale for pay. E. Dodge explained that if we are to get good teachers 
we must offer competitive salaries. P. Daniels asked for the Budget 
Committee recommendation. Chairman Jaquith stated they would support 
the new figures. Moderator Kelin read E. Dodge's amendment "Shall the 
voters of the Weathersfield Town School District approve the expenditure 
of $1,472,755 for the support of public schools for the 1985-86 school 
year; of which $937,458.44 reduced by any additional State Aid over 
$472,000.00 received by the Town School District shall be raised by 
taxes; and which shall be for current expenses.'' B. Noake moved we do, 
second by G. Toye. In response to a line item question, E. Dodge stated 
private tuition money was mostly to the Land and Sea School in Spring- 
field and the state determines the figure. E. Hunter asked that the 
total given for the Federal and State funds be itemized. Dr. Hammond 
stated that if the school board requested, it would be done. Amended 
motion was read again and was voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE #7: To see if the Weathersfield School District will raise the 
amount of $15,000.00 for the purpose of hiring a consultant to develop 

a construction plan designed to solve the current and future space 
needs and meet the Vermont School Standards. R. Cann motion we do, 
second by L. Zigman. 

R. Cann read amendment "I move that Article 7 be amended to read as 
follows: '"'To see if the Weathersfield School District will raise the 
amount of $3000 for the purpose of developing a proposal for action for 
solving current and future space and curriculum problems. This money is 
to be used to pay those School Directors who devote significant extra 
time on this project, and to pay for secretarial help and other help and 
services needed. The project is to include, but is not limited to, 
evaluation of advantages and disadvantages of building additions, con- 
solidation, and starting over in a central location. The proposal and 
the reasoning behind it are to be presented to the public at an informa- 
tional meeting no later than January 1, 1986." Much discussion followed. 
Dr. Hammond responded stating that the fee of $15,000 would also include 
architect fees if necessary, etc. Much discussion concerning "additions" 
and made-do situations. A. Titcomb stated that a consultant would not 
tell the board much more than they already know, R. Cann felt much the 
same. They felt that the board and/or townspeople would do much of the 
background work and the consultant would compile this into a report. 
Cann felt that the board could do the same for a lesser fee since they 
would be doing most of the actual work. G. Toye spoke on the real needs 
of the schools for more space and the overcrowding into hallways, closets, 
etc. Much discussion on the amendment with many people responding. A. 
Titcomb moved the question, second by R. Brown. E. Dodge called for a 
standing vote. 46 for the amendment and 47 against. The amendment was 
defeated. R. Jaquith stated that now is the time to do something about 
this problem. J. Fuller moved the question, G. Toye second. Standing 
vote taken - 38 for the article - 55 against. Article was defeated. 
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ARTICLE #8: To see if the Weathersfield School District will raise the 
amount of $25,000.00 for the purpose of providing temporary classroom 
space. A. Titcomb moved in the affirmative with C. Grover second. B. 
Noake asked that this question be defeated as the board had changed 
their minds about this question since the article had been warned. K. 
Domey suggested one school instead of the two. Some discussion. A. 
Titcomb moved the question, R. Howe second. Article was defeated. 


ARTICLE #9: To see if the Town School District will vote to pay 
taxes to the Town Treasurer, such taxes to be collected on the same 
schedule voted at the Town Meeting. A. Titcomb moved we do, B. Howe 
second. So voted. 


ARTICLE #10: To see if the Town School District will vote to authorize 
the Board of School Directors to borrow money in anticipation of taxes to 
meet the requirements of the Town School District for the ensuing year 
and to authorize the execution and delivery of notes or orders to the 
Town School District. M. Butterfield moved we do, A. Titcomb second. 

So voted. 


ARTICLE #11: To see if the Town School District will authorize the 
Board of School Directors to make available the school district's 
facilities and equipment to such individuals and organizations for such 


use at such times as the board deems in the best interest of the district. 


R. Cann moved we do, second by R. Davis. So voted. 


ARTICLE #12: To see if the Weathersfield School District will vote to 
change the term of office of the two one-year school directors to two- 
two-year terms, voting at the Annual School District Meeting in 1986 

to elect one member for two years and one member for one year, and there- 
after the term of office of each position to be two years. B. Noake 
moved we do, second L. Zigman. A. Titcomb asked for an explanation of 
why we should do this. L. Zigman stated that after having been on for 
only one year a person needs more than one to learn how the board is 

run and the school system procedures. A. Hunter urged that the motion 

be voted down as the people should retain as much power as possible. His 
feeling is that if a person gets on for one year, they have a choice to 
run again, if they so desire. If a person runs for a longer term and 

the voters are not happy with what that person has done, they must wait 

a greater length of time to unseat them. R. Cann stated he prefers the 
present arrangement, a turn over is good and one person is not committed 
for such a long time. E. Dodge stated she was much in favor of this 
article. Motion defeated. 


ARTICLE #13: To see if the Weathersfield School District will vote to 
hold its election of officers by Australian ballot on Town Meeting Day 
and hold its Annual School District Business Meeting on the Tuesday 
before the Annual Town Meeting in March beginning at 7:30 in the evening 
from this day forward. R. Jaquith moved we do, L. Zigman second. E. 
Dodge explained this has been requested in the past by townspeople and 
due to the fact that the school portion of the meeting takes longer, more 
discussion could be done if only one meeting was to be held on a given

night. D. Keniston questioned the fact of having 3 separate meetings, 
school, town, and voting day, and whether people would attend. 
Article passed. 


ARTICLE #14: To transact any other business thought proper under this 
warning. E. Dodge read names of volunteers within the school system 


and asked they stand if they were present. D. Kelin called a recess 
for 10«minutes .at..9.:37,,P..M. 


9:50 P.M. Meeting back to order by D. Kelin, Moderator 


9:51 P.M. E. Dodge expressed thanks from the board and townspeople to 
Dr. Hammond as he was leaving his position as Superintendent. 
Applause was given.

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SELECTMEN'S AND TOWN MANAGER'S REPORT 


The year 1985 was a busy one for the Board (not so quiet either). 
Many issues came before the Board. 


The reappraisal was of great concern and created problems in many 
ways ending up with a short fall of tax monies. 


Upon completion of the appraisal, the Grand List was set at $850,000, 
using this along with the amount to be raised by taxes ($ 1,177,427) gave 
USSA UCAS Pate, OL ee tsa. 


There were approximately 400 grievances which the Listers and the Board 
of Civil Authority heard and adjusted and lowered the appraisals. This 
resulted in a grand list figure of 752,331.26, creating ‘an under collec- 
tion or a deficit of $107,658. Approximately $65,000 of this was 
because of the adjustment of the power companies appraisals. 


The Board of Civil Authority which is made up of the Justices and the 
Selectmen worked many, many hours including Saturdays and Sundays viewing 
properties and attending meetings to adjust the appraisals. 


The Town Plan was revised and adopted by the Selectmen. 


The Zoning By-laws are in the process of being revised. One of the 
big issues is increasing the lot size in the villages. Now it can be 1/2 
acre with off site water. The Boards have been petitioned to make it one 
acre regardless of water. 


The Town has received a letter from the State Water Resources Commis- 
sion recommending to make it at least a 1 acre minimum. 


The Selectmen will be holding a hearing on the proposed changes on 
March 10 and there will be a Special Town Meeting possibly in April 
to vote on these. 


With the N.H./VT. Solid Waste Project being constructed and to be com- 
pleted in 1987, it is time to consider the options open to the Town to 
deal with its refuse (mostly the garbage). 


In addition to a transfer station at the landfill, there are other 
options which the Board will be studying and holding public hearings 
to have imput from the residents. The request for $20,000 is to start 
the preliminary work this year. 


Tom Lauritsen, in working with the Conn. River Recreational Authority, 
will seek to continue to improve the Conn. River for more recreation and 
in hopes the Salmon will be plentiful again. 


After considering other options, the Board decided to purchase the 
I.B.M./A.T. Computer and have retained the services of Bratton & Hunker 
Computer Assoc. of Brattleboro as consultants and suppliers of the 
Municipal Software. They are now in the process of training the office 
personnel in the use of the equipment. 
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This Board certainly cannot add anything to what has already been 
said and the sadness that was felt at the loss of the beautiful old 
Meeting House in the Center. The Board is aware that the building will 
be reconstructed by what they have read in the newspapers. However, 
the church has not contacted the Selectmen in respect as to what their 
plans are. 


It was voted at Town Meeting to sell the Old Town Garage property in 
Amsden. It then was brought to the Selectmen's attention that the 
storage shed (Salmond Covered Bridge) was partially on someone else's 
property. In trying to settle the matter, the suggestion was made by 
Dorothy Grover to restore the bridge. A committee was formed to raise 
the money, move and restore the bridge. 


The Committee has suggested putting the bridge on the so called Henry 
Gould Road. The Board will make a final decision on this after the 
bridge has had an engineering survey. 


Again, as in the past, this Board of Selectmen;*ongbehalfvofathe 
residents of Weathersfield, wish to extend their heartfelt thanks to 
all those people who volunteer so much of their time to help their 
fellow man and to make Weathersfield a better town to live in.

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PLANNING COMMISSION REPORT FOR 1985 


In the line of routine business, the Planning Commission held regular 
monthly meetings as well as an equal number of workshop meetings. After 
the resignation of Lynn Skalaban as Zoning Administrator, deForest Guertin 
was appointed to replace her. A considerable number of subdivision and 
development site plans were reviewed. It must be noted that the acceler- 
ated rate of development in the Town continues necessitating increasing 
work loads for both the Zoning Administrator and the Planning Commission. 


In the line of special projects, the Planning Commission completed the 
updating of the Town Plan which had expired in 1984. After a public hear- 
ing the Plan was approved and transmitted to the Selectmen who also held 
a hearing and readopted the Plan, thus clearing the way for some needed 
amendments to the Zoning By-laws. 


During the Fall months several joint workshops were held with the 
Zoning Board and the Zoning Administrator to draft a list of changes 
to the By-laws. The Planning Commission finally held a hearing on these 
proposed amendments on Dec. 30, 1985 and then transmitted them to the 
Selectmen. However, due to State timing requirements for the Selectmen's 
hearing the amendments cannot be voted at the regular March Town Meeting. 
Therefore a special Town Meeting will have to be scheduled shortly there- 
after for this purpose. 


The Planning Commission is herein publishing the summary and full text 
of the Zoning amendments as transmitted to the Selectmen; the Town Report 
offers the best distribution for providing this information to all the 
voters. 


The following is the summary of the proposed Zoning Amendments: 
TECHNICAL CORRECTIONS 


Several of the proposed amendments are technical corrections designed 
to more adequately describe the correct procedure. These include: 


Section 6.2 Existing Small Lots 


section 7.5 Mobile Home Parks 


HOME OCCUPATION & HOME INDUSTRY 


Over the past few years the Zoning Board has been faced with a number 
of difficult divisions concerning what types of home occupations and 
industries are acceptable in residential areas. Continuing problems with 
permits granted in the past illustrate the potential for additional pro- 
blems between neighbors from improperly sited new home occupations and 
industries. However, both the Zoning Board and Planning Commission 
recognize the value of providing residents of Weathersfield with the 
right and ability to make a living in Weathersfield. 

We have attempted to address these conflicting responsibilities by 
further restricting Home Occupation to allow only work within the re- 
sidence, and more clearly defining what can and cannot qualify as a Home 
Industry. To balance these restrictions, we have expanded the allowed 
activities in the Highway Commercial Zone to allow light industry. 
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FLOOD PLAIN ZONING 


The Federal government has adopted final regulations governing deve- 
lopment in the flood plain (now called "Flood Hazard Areas"). In order 
for residents of Weathersfield to obtain Federal Flood Insurance, we 
must demonstrate to the Federal government that our zoning by-laws are 
consistent with their requirements. 

The Planning Commission has attempted to incorporate the Federal 
requirements without substantially altering the current flood plain 
zoning by-laws. 


ELDERLY HOUSING 


Both boards feel strongly that there is a need to allow temporary 
housing for the elderly with their families. The proposed new Section 
6.9 would provide for this. 


GROUP HOMES 


As more and more disabled individuals are deinstitutionalized, each 
community has the responsibility to provide adequate opportunity for 
housing these individuals. The proposed Section 7.20 would provide 
this opportunity. 


VILLAGE DISTRICTS 


The Planning Commission has received a valid petition calling for 
a change in the density of zoning in the Ascutney Village District from 
1/2 acre with public water to one acre. The Planning Commission accepted 
the petition and, acting on the authority of the state statute, corrected 
the wording of the petition to include the Perkinsville Village District. 
This reduces the number of zoning by-law changes required as a result of 
the petition. In addition, because Perkinsville does not have public 
water, 1 acre is currently required. Finally, because Perkinsville is 
incorporated they must accept this change before it is enforceable with 
the Perkinsville Village District. 

The Planning Commission forwards this petitioned change to the 
Selectmen for inclusion on the March town meeting warning.

Both sections to be replaced by the following new texts: 


6.6.1 Home Occupation: Other provisions of these bylaws notwithstanding, 
any Home Occupation customary in residential type areas shall be 
permitted subject to the following limitations: 


(a) The primary purpose of the premises shall be that of private 
residence, and the home occupation shall be carried on within 
the living area of the residence and shall occupy no more than 
20% of the square feet total. 


(b) The Home Occupation shall be carried on only by members of the 
residing household. 


(c) No exterior display of merchandise shall be permitted. 


(d) No exterior storage of work related materials, equipment, 
or other variations from the residential character of the 
premises shall be permitted. 


(e) External disturbances such as noise, vibration, smoke, dust, 
odor, heat, glare, electrical interference, or line voltage 
variation shall not be permitted. 


(£) Sufficient off-street parking shall be provided to prevent 
on-street parking. 


(g) The above limitations shall not apply to agriculture or 
residential vegetable gardens. 


(h) The Home Occupation shall not generate more traffic than is 
customary in that district. 


6.6.2 Home Industry: Other provisions of these bylaws notwithstanding, 
any Home Industry customary in residential type areas shall be 
permitted as a conditional use subject to the following limit- 
tations: 
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6.6.2 Home Industry Cont. 


(a) The primary purpose of the premises shall be that of private 
residence, and the Home Industry shall be carried on within 
the residence or an outbuilding to a residence. The land area 
occupied by the outbuilding shall not exceed 400 square feet 
per acre of lot size, up to a maximum of 4,000 square feet 
of land area. 


(b) The Home Industry shall be carried on by members of the 
residing household plus not more than two employees.

(d) No exterior display of equipment, wastes, materials, nor 
other variations from the residential character of the 
premises shall be permitted. 


(e) Electrical interferences and line voltage variations shall 
not be produced at an objectionable level. 


(£) No Home Industry producing more noise, vibration, smoke, dust, 
odor, heat, glare, or other disturbance than is characteristic 
of the neighborhood shall be allowed. 


(g) Sufficient off-street parking shall be provided to prevent 
on-street parking. 


(h) The above limitations shall not apply to either agriculture 
or residential vegetable gardens. 


(i) Setback of outbuilding to be 100 feet minimum from all property 
lines and minimum 300 feet from any abutting residence. 


The following is to replace existing Section 6.9. 


6.9 Elderly Cottage Housing Opportunity (ECHO): arrangements for the 
elderly or disabled. 


Temporary permits may be issued for ECHO units for a period of one year; 
permits must be renewed every year the unit is in use. ECHO units shall 
be permitted as a conditional use subject to the following limitations: 


6.9.1 The residence of the property owner and the ECHO unit must be 
located on the same lot. 


6.9.2 The resident(s) of the ECHO unit must be related to the property 
owners by blood, marriage, or adoption. 


6.9.3 The resident(s) of the ECHO unit must be unable to live indepen- 
dently because of age or disability. 


6.9.4 If the ECHO unit is a separate structure: 
ws it must be removable, and

ate it must have a separate entrance to ensure the safety of the

ii. The appearance of the house must be compatible with that of 
other buildings in the neighborhood after any modifications 
to accomodate the ECHO unit have been completed. 


6.9.6 The setback requirements for the district in which the ECHO unit 
is to be located must be met. 


6.9.7 Applicants must prove that the existing private water and sewage 
systems are sufficient to accomodate the addition of the ECHO unit. 


6.9.8 In no case shall an ECHO unit be allowed to become an apartment 
after the need for the ECHO unit has ceased. 


Introduction of the above new Section 6.9 will require renumbering of 
existing Section 6.9 through Section 6.18 by incrementing each by one. 


Replace existing 6.18 "Flood plains and flood ways" with the following: 


6.19 Areas of Special Flood Hazard 


These regulations shall apply in all areas of special flood hazard identi- 
fied as Zone A on the "Flood Insurance Rate Map" for the Town of Weathers- 
field, Vermont, dated August 8, 1985, and any revisions thereto. Said 

map shall be the official Flood Hazard Area Map and is hereby adopted by 
reference and declared to be a part of these regulations. 


Development on areas of special flood hazard shall be prohibited except 
for agriculture, recreation, extraction of soil, sand and gravel and 
PUDLLE Uti eri. 


All development not prohibited, including fill, excavation, grading, 
erection or placement of structures, substructural improvement of 
existing structures and storage of equipment and material shall be 
allowed only upon the granting of a conditional use permit by the 
Board of Adjustment.

6.19.2 Development Standards Within Areas of Special Flood Hazard 


New nonresidential structures and existing structures which are 
to be substantially improved for nonresidential purposes shall

have the lowest floor (including basement) elevated to or above 
the base flood elevation; or, together with attendant utility 
and sanitary facilities, shall: 


a. 


be designed so that below the base flood level the 
structure is watertight with walls substantially 
impermeable to the passage of water; 


have structural components capable of withstanding hydro- 
static and hydrodynamic loads, effects of buoyancy and 
other factors associated with the base flood; and 


be certified by a registered engineer or architect that the 
standards of this subsection are satisfied. 


6.19.3 Records 


The administrative officer shall maintain records of all permits issued 
for developments within areas of special flood hazard. The records 
shall include:

the elevation (in relation to mean sea level) of the first 
floor of new or substantially improved buildings; and 


the elevation to which buildings have been flood proofed, 
if applicable. 


6.19.4 Variances 


Variances shall be granted by the Board of Adjustment only

in accordance with the provision of 24 V.S.A. Section 4468; 
and 


upon a determination that during the base flood discharge 
the variance will not result in increased flood levels, 
threats to public safety, extraordinary public expense, or 
create nuisances, cause fraud on or victimization of the 
public, or conflict with existing local laws or ordinances. 


The Board of Adjustment shall notify the applicant that the issuance of 
a variance to construct a structure below the base flood level: 


a. 


will result in increased premium rates for flood insurance 
commensurate with the resulting increase in risk; and 
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6.19.4 Variances Cont. 


b. increase risks to life and property. 


The Board of Adjustment shall maintain a record of all variance actions, 
including justification for their issuance. 


6.19.5 Warning of Disclaimer of Liability 


These regulations do not imply that land outside the areas of special 
flood hazard or land uses permitted within such districts will be free 
from flooding or flood damages. These regulations shall not create 
liability on the part of the town of Weathersfield or any town 
official or employee thereof for any flood damages that result from 
reliance on this ordinance or any administrative decision lawfully 
made thereunder. 


y | Special Provisions 


Section 7.5 Mobile Home Parks 
Delete existing last sentence and replace with the following: 


Setback requirements must be met with respect to adjacent property 
boundaries in conformance with the district in which the mobile home 
park is located. 


Add the following new Section (in accordance with Vt. state law): 


Section 7.20 Group Homes 


A state licensed or registered community care home or group home, 
serving not more than six persons who are developmentally disabled or 
physically handicapped, shall be considered by right to constitute 

a permitted single-family residential use of property, except that 

no such home shall be so considered if it locates within 1,000 feet 
of another such home. The structure shall continue as single family 
residential status if the Group Home use becomes discontinued.

Flood Hazard Area: The land subject to flooding from the base flood. 
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Floodway: The channel of a river or other water course and the 
adjacent land area that must be reserved in order to discharge the 
base flood without accumulatively increasing the water surface 
elevation more than one foot. 


Flood Proofing: Any combination of structural and nonstructural 
additions, changes, or adjustments to properties and structures which 
substantially reduce or eliminate flood damage to real estate or 


improved real property, water and sanitary facilities, structures 
and their contents. 


Light Industry: Same as Industry but limited to: 
a. not more than ten employees, 


b. buildings not to cover more than 10,000 square feet of 
land area, 


c. no light industry producing more noise, vibration, smoke, 
dust, heat, odor, glare or other disturbance than is 
characteristic of the district shall be allowed, 


d. electrical interferences and line voltage variations shall 
not be produced at an objectionable level. 


New Construction: Construction of structures or filling commenced 
on or after the effective date of the adoption of a community's flood 
hazard bylaws. 


Pre-existing: Existing prior to the’ effective date of these bylaws. 


Substantial Improvement: Any repair, construction, or improvement of 
a structure, the cost of which equals or exceeds 50 percent of the 
market value of the structure either before the improvement or 

repair started or, if the structure has been damaged and is being 
restored, before the damage occurred. However, the term does not 
include either: 


a. any project or improvement of a structure to comply with 
existing state or local health, sanitary or safety code 
specifications which are solely necessary to assure safe 
living conditions; 


b. any alteration of a structure listed on the national 


register of historic places or a state inventory of 
historic: places’.

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SOUTHERN WINDSOR/WINDHAM COUNTIES 
SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT DISTRICT 
1985 ANNUAL REPORT 


After six years of discussion and planning, a 200 ton per day waste- 
to-energy facility is now under construction in Claremont, New Hampshire. 


A revised twenty year waste disposal contract was signed with 
Signal Environmental Systems on April 12, 1985. The contract provides 
that Signal will be the owner and operator of the facility and is re- 
sponsible for up to $7.6 million in financial contributions in the form 
of equity or debt secured solely by Signal. An additional $18.15 million 
in Industrial Revenue Bonds were sold by Signal through the New Hampshire 
Industrial Development Authority on August 12, 1985. 


Clark—Kenith,, inc... began construction -of .the facility for Signal 
during May 1985. Construction is expected to be completed during the 
Spring of 1987, at which time the District must begin delivering waste 
to the facility. 


Hydrogeologic modeling for the 78 acre ash disposal site in Newport, 
New Hampshire is now complete and engineering and permit applications 
will begin early in 1986. The ash disposal site must also be in oper- 
ation by the Spring of 1987. Funds for construciton are included in 
Signal's bond issue even though the ash disposal site is owned by the 
Distcicys. 


The New Hampshire Air Resources Commission is in the final stage of 
adopting hydrogen chloride emission standards for the facility. This 
will necessitate some changes in the design of the air pollution control 
system and an increase in the disposal fee paid to Signal. Negotiations 
are underway with Signal to determine the appropriate control system 
costs. 


During 1986 the District will be working on development of a re- 
cycling system which member towns can take advantage of. A full time 
recycling manager is included in the budget for 1986. 


The District will also be working with the towns to finalize the 
transportation system necessary to deliver waste to the facility when 
it becomes operational.

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SOUTHERN WINDSOR COUNTY REGIONAL PLANNING 


AND DEVELOPMENT COMMISSION 


The Commission is a member controlled organization funded 80% by the 
State and 20% by Town assessments. It was created under the same 
statute, Chapter 117, that authorized local planning and zoning. How- 
ever, the Regional Commission differs from Town Commissions in that its 
duties are not independent, but are to be undertaken through local and 
District authorities. The Regional Commission's responsibilities are in 
Land Use Planning and Economic Development. Specifically, the Commis- 
sion: 


-Provides services to member Towns 

-Provides research and policy recommendations to Towns and the State 

-Advises the District Environmental Commission as to an application's 
conformance with the Regional Land Use Plan 

-Provides the State with local and regional data. 

-Assists the Connecticut River Development Corporation's economic 
development activities. 


Towns receive services either directly when requested, or indirectly 
when the Commission works on something that has regional or state bene- 
fits. Based on our current workload, 75% of our resources go directly 
to member Towns. The remaining 25% provides indirect, regional benefits. 
The Town of Weathersfield received $1,064.00 of indirect services and 
$3,488.40 of direct benefits in 1985. The 1986 assessment remains at 
-40 per capita, or $1,013.00 for the Town of Weathersfield.

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CONNECTICUT RIVER DEVELOPMENT CORPORATION 


The CRDC was formed in 1982 in response to State statute and local 
interest in the region's economy. Partially supported by the state, 
CRDC predominantly relies on generated revenues and support from the 
Southern Windsor County Regional Planning and Development Commission 
for funding. The Corporation is controlled by a Board of Directors, 
each appointed by their respective Towns or elected at-large by the 
appointed Directors. The Corporation's mission is to promote the 
region's economic health through job creation, building the local tax 
base, and diversifying the economy. This is accomplished by: 


-Marketing specific Industrial Parks, Towns, and the Region. 
This is accomplished under the direction of the State 
Development Agency. 

-Supporting business with Financing, Site Inventories, Job 
Services, Grant Procurement and Administration, and Referals 

-Developing Properties when there is potential for significant 
economic benefit to the Region. 

-Providing the State with data and administrative services. 


CRDC directly provided over $ 600,000 in business financing in 
1985. By leveraging these funds, over $2,000,000 in private financing 
was also invested in the region that otherwise would not, CRDC services 
enabled business to create over 70 new positions last year, most in 
manufacturing. Current projects include additional business loans, 
industrial recruitment, data collection, and working with all concerns 
to further the development of the Ascutney Mountain Resort as a regional 
asset.

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PROCTOR LIBRARY ANNUAL REPORT - 1985 


New programs and services were given high priority at the 
library this year. Librarian Hava Martin and the five trus- 
tees - Barbara Putnam, Fran Bernstein, Sharon Gowan, Diane 
Ludwig and Susan Hunter - sought to increase the frequency 
and variety of programs and services for all ages. 

Our actions were taken in response to the results from a 
survey of townspeople taken by the library in November 1984. 
This survey encouraged the library's stewards that our users 
and neighbors would like to see and support expanded offerings 
at Proctor Liabrany. (Consequently, we murcnased 4a recora 
number of popular, new adult titles. We set up a new shelf 
of reading material especially for young adults, and we ex- 
panded our, paperback collection, housing-it- ina rack jeener— 
ously donated by the Perkinsville General Store. 

The library was given an impressive collection of fossils, 
a portable audio tape recorder, and a durable children's re- 
cord player this year.

We continued the ever-popular Summer Reading Program for 
children, adding a performance by folksinger and storyteller, 
Peter Amidon in mid-August. In the autumn a weekly storytime 
was offered to pre-school children, thanks to the efforts of 
Mary Harriman, a caring educator and grandmother. 

Several film programs were planned and presented, but our 
veteran projector broke down during one evening of films, 
causing the trustees to press ahead with plans to raise money 
for reliable equipment. Our "Equipment Fund" was enriched by 
a fund-raising letter and a day-long book sale in late Sept- 
ember which netted some $430 toward a new projector. Scores 
of townspeople donated money to this cause or books to be 
sold at our Succéssful sale. In thanks for the supporegand 
participation of Weathersfielders, the trustees held an Open 
House in November to welcome our many friends and display our 
ALETACCIVEe ciuatcers. 

The other major program of the year was the book discuss- 
ion series entitled "Fantasy; Myth®%and Reality" Fundedby 
a grant from the Vermont Reading Project and coordinated by 
Peg Winn, this program involved the reading and discussion of 
five delightful books and the opportunity to hear the well- 
considered thoughts of scholar-lecturers.

Your fire wardens wish to express to the people of Weathersfield sin- 
cere appreciation for the cooperation shown in keeping our fire losses 
practically in the zero column in 1985. 


Brush and Rubbish Fires - A permit from a town fire warden is required 
for burning brush, weeds, grass, or rubbish within 200 feet of fields 
containing dry grass or other inflammable plant material adjoining 
woodland except when there is snow ON THE SITE. 


A. Permit may be obtained either in person or by telephone. 
B. Permit is granted under the following conditions: 


#1. This permit is valid only for place and time stated. 

#2. This permit in no way relieves the person to whom it is 
granted from any responsibility for any damages which 
such fire may cause, or for any fire which may escape 
from his land. 

#3. The person setting the fire must at all times have 
sufficient help and tools present to control the fire. 

#4. The fire must not be left until entirely extinguished. 

#5. This permit is subject to cancellation for cause at any 
time within the period for which it is granted. 


Again, we say Thank You - and remember - be sure to obtain your 
fire permit.

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VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
Annual Report to the Citizens of Weathersfield 


The mission of the Vermont Department of Health is the prevention of 
illness and the control or elimination of hazards dangerous to the health 
of the public. In working toward this goal, the Health Department has 
provided, or assured the provision of health services to communities 
across the state. Direct services are provided through 11 district 
field offices. During fiscal year 1985, citizens of Weathersfield re- 
ceived the following services from the district office in Springfield: 


105 pregnant women, new mothers, and children received supplemental 
foods, health and nutrition services through the WIC program. 


30 children and young adults received medical evaluation of individual 
health and dental status through the Early Periodic Screening, 
Diagnosis and Treatment program. 


10 persons received assessment information and counselling through 
the Maternal and Child Health program and/or information and teaching 
of parenting roles through prenatal classes and home visiting services. 


49 children received comprehensive health assessments, including pre- 
ventive guidance, at Well Child Clinics. 


Diagnosis and treatment services for orthopedic, hearing, cardiac, 
genetic, developmental disorders, and other handicapping conditions were 
provided to 3 children through the Handicapped Children's program and/or 
the Child Development Clinic in Burlington. 


The Public Health Laboratory in Burlington assists in the prevention 
and control of illness by identifying chemicals and microorganisms in a 
variety of substances. During fiscal year 1985, the following laboratory 
services were provided to residents of Weathersfield: 


9 blood tests to identify women needing immunization against German 
Measles (Rubella) to prevent birth defects, 


9 other diagnostic blood tests, 


108 tests of individual and municipal water systems to monitor drink- 
ing water quality. 


The Dental Division provides services to local communities including 
installing and maintaining fluoridation equipment in selected community 
and school water systems, paying for dental treatment of eligible child- 
ren, and providing dental health education in the schools. 


Statewide, the Health Department provided the following services to 
Vermonters: 


140,598 doses of vaccine were administered in Health Department 


clinics to prevent polio, measles, other childhood diseases, and 
influenza. 200,447 doses were supplied to private physicians. 
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16 hospitals, 47 nursing homes, and 43 level III community care homes 
were inspected and licensed. 


6,097 food or lodging inspections were conducted. 
1,034 reports of communicable diseases were investigated. 


317 gonorrhea cases were interviewed and 348 contacts were traced by 
Epidemiology field investigators. 


452 air, water, and other samples taken in the vicinity of 2 nuclear 
power reactors were tested for radioactivity, 7 houses were tested 
for the presence of formaldehyde, and 37 x-ray machines in hospitals, 
doctors’ and dentists' offices were inspected. 


83 VOSHA regulatory inspections and 85 voluntary consultative inspec- 
tions of Vermont industries were conducted. 


The Tooth Fairy program provided financial assistance for the dental 
care of 6,813 children; the Denticaid program provided assistance for 
11,232 children. 


2,150 persons received screening for early detection of lung diseases 
through the Barre and other Health Department chest clinics. 


6,111 breath and blood alcohol samples were processed by the Labora- 
tory. 11,045 bacteriological and viral cultures were tested. 


The Emergency Medical Services program provided support and technical 
assistance to the state's 93 ambulance services, 53 first responder 
squads and 16 hospital emergency departments. 598 Emergency Medical 
Technicians were trained or recertified, and 291 certifications were 
issued in advanced life support skills. 


The Office of the Chief Medical Examiner investigated 734 Vermont 
deaths, including 188 accidents, 22 homicides, and 99 suicides. 


Many services are also provided at the local level by your Town Health 


Officer, Richard Clattenburg, Jr., M.D. Please feel free to call him if 
you need any assistance. The Health Department provides technical assis- 
tance and support to local health officers.

As in other years, the water quality of people's wells seem to be of 
the greatest concern. Many people have their water tested with mostly 
positive results.

Manager has been appointed by the State Health Dept. as my deputy, and 
people with problems should contact him at the Town Office. In many cases, 
he can take care of the problem, or at least he can do the preliminary 
investigation before he refers it to me. 


In this way, the problem can be taken care of in less time.

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COUNCIL ON AGING FOR SOUTHEASTERN VERMONT 


The Council on Aging exists to operate and support services and pro- 
grams that maximize the well-being and independence of the area's elders. 
Those services and programs are supported by a combination of contribu- 
tions, local fund raising, town appropriations and state and federal 
funds. Local involvement is important, not only in funding but also in 
planning and carrying out this mission. The Council couldn't operate 
without the support and dedication of volunteers, staff and local offi- 
cials in all of the towns that it serves. 


Elder services are provided through a network of regional multipur- 
pose senior centers. Residents of Weathersfield are served out of the 
Springfield Meals and Wheels and Windsor Wheels-Around-Windsor. 
Services provided seniors in your area include: 


*Noontime meals at the Springfield Meals and Wheels and Windsor 
Wheels-—Around-Windsor. In FY1985, this program served 26,138 meals 
to 1,335 seniors. 


*Home delivered meals to home-bound elders. The Springfield Meals 
and Wheels and Windsor Wheels-Around-Windsor delivered 28,353 meals 
to 200 shut-ins in FY1°85. 


*Transportation to meals programs, medical appointments, shopping 
and other services. Last year, 32,248 miles were travelled, provid- 
ing 20,896 trips to seniors. 


*ACCESS for the Elderly. A program that answers many questions about 
Social Security, Medicare, Medicaid, available services and many other 
issues of concern to the elderly. ACCESS for the Elderly helped 391 
elders in your region solve 622 problems in FY1985. 


*In-home services. Financial support was provided to Springfield 
Regional Visiting Nurses Association to provide assistance for seniors 


who need help to remain living at home. 


*Volunteer opportunities. Service for seniors in our area could not 
exist without the thousands of hours of volunteer help provided. 


*Legal services. Legal Services for the Elderly provides a full time 
attorney to assist senior citizens throughout southeastern Vermont. 


*Advocacy for nursing home residents. The Long Term Care Ombudsman 
Program helps residents of nursing homes and community care homes or 
their families. 

*Help with discount programs, flu shot clinics, tax rebates and other 


services of interest to senior citizens.

UVM EXTENSION SERVICE IN WINDSOR COUNTY 


The UVM Extension Service, in partnership with the USDA, state land- 
grant college and university, and county government brings education to 
people in the county where they are - geographically, and in terms of 
interests, understanding and skills. 


In Windsor County the faculty is Robert Townsend, Community & Rural 
Development (CRD) Specialist; Monica Porter, Home Economist; Rob 
Hedberg, Agriculture Agent; and Karen Burnett-Kurie, 4-H Youth Agent. 


CRD focuses on programs for town officials, landowners, community 
organizations and small businesses, providing information on town 
government, property taxation, land resource management, agriculture and 
tourism trends, small business management and other community topics. A 
rural leadership program helps people participate in town government 
with improved skills in group leadership, researching data, public re- 
lations, and networking. 


Home Economics programs include topics on Food, Nutrition, and Health; 
Family & Human Development; Leadership; Financial Planning & Resource 
Management and Energy Conservation. There are 25 Homemaker Clubs in the 
county with a membership of over 500. Programs are delivered to many 
diverse groups in the county, including schools, churches, day care 
centers, senior centers, hospitals, and businesses. 


There are 19 4-H clubs in 17 towns in the county, serving 340 youth 
utilizing over 100 adult volunteers. Special interest programs include 
Forestry Seminars, a 4-H residential camp (Downer 4-H Camp in Sharon, VT), 
a county gardening program and babysitting courses. Ninety percent of 
the sixth graders in Windsor County attended Conservation Education Days, 
one of the School Enrichment programs offered through Youth work in the 
county. 


Educational efforts of the Extension Service agricultural program aim 
to serve all components of Windsor County's agricultural community. 
Seminars are held to teach about Efficient Production Practices for 
Dairy, Beef and Maple Producers, the Safe Use of Agricultural Chemicals, 
Farm Income Tax Preparation, Farm Emergency Rescue Procedures, Use Value 
Appraisal program, Farm Energy Saving and Home Food Production. Other 
services of the program include farm visits, and individual consultations, 
soil testing and fertilizer recommendations, forage quality testing, 
plant disease diagnosis and insect pest identification and control 
recommendations. 
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The Windsor County Extension Service base is its many volunteers in- 
cluding a County Advisory Board that meets monthly to advise and evaluate. 
We are all appreciative of this and the financial support from towns.

Over 700 volunteers are 
involved in RSVP in Windham and Windsor Counties. 


Services to mentally retarded clients include day program- 
ing services offered at the Bellows Falls Day Treatment Cen- 
ter and the Hartland Activity Center, residential services, 
and client and family support services, including social work 
and respite care services. 


We have an alcohol treatment and detoxification program at 
Canterbury Farm in Proctorsville, which serves many people 
from the surrounding area. AteesProactorsvidle also,.0our-Beck- 
man House is a Residential Treatment Center which services 
individuals who have left the hospital for treatment of men- 
tal illness but continue to need follow up care. We have a 
Work Activity and Day Treatment Program in Springfield for 
mentally and emotionally handicapped individuals who can 
benefit from this type of program. 


We have a toll free emergency number, 1-800-622-4235, and 
our emergency services are available 24 hours a day for peo- 
ple Jnigerd ais ea Duringethespastiyeanniniiqur isenvicenrarearnwe 
provided 852 units of emergency services to people in crisis. 


We will use the requested appropiation to help defray the 
cost of services given to the residents of Weathersfield and 
to continue our existing programs. We would like to thank 
the selectmen and citizens of Weathersfield for their contin- 
ued interest and support of Mental Health Services of South- 
eastern Vermont.

Weathersfield, Vermont Town Report 


THE SALMOND COVERED BRIDGE COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Committee to Save the Salmond Covered Bridge was formed in May, 
1985, and approved by the selectmen in July. It includes Chairman and 
Selectperson Dorothy Grover, Ken Blum representing the Weathersfield 
Historical Society, Neil Daniels former selectman and engineer, Esther 
Kelty, Weathersfield Historical Society genealogist, Betty Murray former 
Town Clerk, Joseph Stoughton and Willis Wood, representing two historic 
Weathersfield families, and architect and former selectman Andrew Titcomb. 
Mr. Stoughton has had a long background in moving structures and is ex- 
pected to give valuable assistance to the Committee. 


The Committee has met regularly and set clearly defined goals. They 
decided to get the preliminary work on the bridge done before winter set 
in. The town crew cut and cleared away the brush that had grown up all 
around the bridge. Two work bees were then held and the imitation brick 
siding was removed; the supporting crosspieces were removed so that new 
diagonals could be put in; the overhead door was removed and sold; and 
the remaining salt was wire brushed out. Donald Abbott of Springfield, 
a professional contractor, was then hired and $2050 was spent to have 
him and a co-worker replace diagonals, relocate the 8 windows to their 
original locations, strengthen and repair the roof, repair rotted timbers, 
and restore the front to its original dimensions. 


As soon as the Committee was organized, they had begun to raise funds 
for the restoration and relocation of the bridge. The goal was set at 
between $25,000 and $35,000. To date almost $8,500 has been raised. 
With the first $2,500 in hand by July 25, the Committee was awarded a 
matching grant of $2,500 by the Vermont Advisory Council on Historic 
Preservation. Other substantial contributions have come from the Cecil 
Howard Charitable Trust, the National Covered Bridge Society and the New 
York State Covered Bridge Society and Connecticut River Valley Covered 
Bridge Society. There have also been numerous generous contributions 
from individual donors. 


In August, the Committee began selling Salmond Covered Bridge note- 
paper and Save Our Salmond Covered Bridge T-Shirts. These have brought 
in a steady flow of money and are still available. The next few months 
will see several fund raising events. A brochure was prepared and is 
being circulated as additional grants and contributions are sought. 


The Committee has requested $10,000 in 1986 town Revenue Sharing 
funds and the selectmen have included a Warning Article to this effect 
to be voted on at Town Meeting. -With a "Yes'' vote, the Committee feels 
it will be in a strong position to get bids on the abutment work so that 
the work can begin as quickly as possible in the spring. A site off 
Route 131 just west of Ascutney Notch Road, on Henry Gould Road across 
historic Sherman Brook, has been selected for the relocation of the 
bridge. This location on a dirt road with a view of Mt. Ascutney should 
be attractive to visitors. It is possible that the site might be 
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developed further as part of the Vermont Bicentennial Celebration in 
itp Gs 


The Committee thanks the members of the Weathersfield community for 
their support of this effort to preserve a part of our heritage, and 


asks for further support to see the project through to completion in 
1986.

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REPORT) OF 2DiE 
WEATHERSFIELD BOARD OF SCHOOL DIRECTORS 


The year, 1985, brought the usual crisis (What would we do without one?) 
to the Weathersfield schools. This year it was the boiler at the Elemen- 
tary School which burst a hole and left the main part of the building with- 
out heat. We replaced it, putting in a more economical burner at the same 
time. 

In addition to these emergency repairs we have continued with the re- 
roofing program which was authorized two years ago, and put new roofs on 
another section of each of the schools. We will be scheduling yet another 
wing for reroofing in 1986. res 

We ended the 1984-85 school year with a deficit of $25,100. This deficit 
resulted in large part from the difficulty in planning the tuition budget 
for our high school population. While we budget very closely for our in- 
town costs, we have no way of projecting the comings and goings of students 
of high school age, for whom we must pay tuition. Since the annual tuition 
for one student is $2,800. to $4,375. (depending on the high school chosen), 
we may very quickly find ourselves in the red when teenage students move 
into town. 

Much of the energy of the Directors and Administration has been directed 
towards finding the solution to the overcrowding in our schools. The 
Directors and staff know that we must soon make more space available. Even 
though our enrollment is low compared to some years in the past, we have 
Since that time been required to add Chapter I and Special Education pro- 
grams which have filled the available space. In addition, parents and 
State laws are asking for more programs and fewer students per class. For 
these reasons, we must make more space available. 

The February 1985 School District Meeting made it plain that people in 
this town want their school directors very involved in any building or ex- 
pansion plans for the schools. Thus, the Board has conducted a serious 
investigation into the various possibilities which have been suggested by 
past committees. 

Educationally speaking, a consolidated school would be the best arrange- 
ment because better use could be made of our personnel, library and equip- 
ment. Also, we would avoid the problem of shuffling the fourth grade from 
one school to the other as bulges in the school population make their way 
through the system. 

Although some of us would have liked to consider consolidation at one 
of our present locations, factors such as lack of additional land at a 
reasonable price, difficulty in expanding the sewage systems, and high cost 
of adding to the present facilities have caused the whole board to believe 
that it would be best if the Town would build a new school ona larger, 
centrally-located site. 

With this course of action in mind, we are asking the School District to 
approve the funds to hire an architect. We would then be able to bring you 
plans for a centralized school during 1986. 

We would not want anyone to think that there is no good news within the 
school system. The good news is that our children are still receiving a 
very good education from a staff of very dedicated people. Our teachers, 
in addition to their regular duties, have begun the task of performing our 
school self-assessment. This is a first step for gaining approval under the 
State Approval Standards, and will take much of our teachers' time. We 
certainly appreciate their efforts on our behalf.

SUPERINTENDENT'S MESSAGE 


Several years ago the State Board of Education began to discuss the 
need for a new system for approving public schools. In 1980 the Board 
started drafting a new set of standards, intensifying its work two years 
later with the arrival of a new Commissioner of Education. In August, 
1984, after several drafts and some 25 public forums, the Board adopted 
new standards for approving public schools. 

The State Board of Education and the Department of Education have 
four reasons for this efforts 

1. To fulfill the State's role in education, as spelled out in law: 
to assure an acceptable level of education for all young Vermonters, 
regardless of where they live. 

2. To redirect school standards to emphasize elementary as well as 
secondary schooling, and to emphasize quality as well as quantity. 

3. To design an approval system that spurs continuous education 
improvement - we should strive toward top performance, rather than focus- 
ing on the minimum. 

4. To promote stronger school-community ties. 

The newly adopted standards range from very specific requirements, such 
as mandating as least 154 units for high school graduation, including 
three years of math, three years of science, and one year of art, to 
setting out broad philosophical directions for the various curriculum 
areas. 

The new standards are comprehensive. Not only do they cover basic 
elementary and secondary education, but they also cover vocational educa- 
tion, special education, and compensatory education. 

Also, the 1.:w standards provide for extensive community and public 
involvement through a self-assessment by each school. In effect, each 
school assesses itself, in accordance with the standards, identifying 
what it thinks it is accomplishing and areas in which it needs to improve. 
Then a visiting team, made up of educators and citizens from other loca- 
tions in Vermont, goes over the school's self-assessment and visits the 
school. 

The standards contain several new items. One is a statement on "school 
Climate." The purpose of this statement is to outline the kind of environ- 
ment for which a school should strive. The standards also call for stu- 
dents to achieve the Basic Competencies by the end of the eighth grade, 
beginning with the eighth grade class of 1989. Previously, students were 
required to master them by the end of twelfth grade. The standards also 
define abilities expected of students in each area of the curriculum. 

Under the new standards, the unit of evaluation is a school (not a 
school system or school district, or supervisory union). 

The new school approval standards replace the public school approval 
standards and process adopted in 1964, which was amended in 1967, and the 
alternative public school approval process adopted in 1975. 

Still in effect under the new standards are: rules governing the length 
of the school year and school day, student records requirements, rules 
governing approval of driver and traffic safety education programs, and 
the rule governing the Vermont secondary equivalency program. 

The new school approval standards do not change the vocational education 
rules adopted in 1981 or the special education rules adopted in 1982. 

In closing, the goal of the standards is simple: to ensure a good 
education for all Vermont children, regardless of where they live. The 
standards set forth overall guidelines for schools, as well as establish 
some specific educational requirements. 

These are the first comprehensive education standards in the State, 
encompassing elementary and secondary schooling, as well as vocational 
education, compensatory education, and special education. 

These standards are timely, provocative, and achievable. They repre- 
sent the deep feeling that good schools are vital to the well-being of 
this community, state and nation. 

The self-assessment has begun and should be completed during this 
school year. Your school directors, faculty and I are committed to this 
task and look forward to hosting the visiting team during 1986-87. 

The continued support of the citizens for better education is 
appreciated.

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During the 1985-86 school year 177 students are being served in 
Special Education Programs by Windsor Southeast Supervisory Union. 
The Federal Government, through the Education for the Handicapped 
Act, Part B, paid $203.95 for each student to assist in the education 
of these pupils. These funds are used by the Supervisory Union to 
pay 25% of the salary of the Director and 25% of the salary of the 
Speech/Language Pathologist. The other 75% of the salaries is paid 
by the State. 

When a student's special needs cannot be met within a district, 
outside placement is necessary. It is the responsibility of the 
Individual Educational Team to determine an appropriate placement. 
All out-of-district placements become the responsibility of the 
Director. The process involves contacting the out-of district school 
to determine if the student qualifies and if that school can provide 
the services deemed necessary by the Basic Staffing Team. Before the 
student is finally placed, an Individual Educational Plan (IEP) must 
be written with the agreement of the parents, the sending school, and 
the receiving school. The Director must observe the program from 


time to time to insure that services are being given. Annual reviews 
are conducted with new individualized programs being designed each 
year. 


Returning to the Special Services staff this year is our School 
Psychologist, Mark Coates. Mark continues to provide consultation 
and direct counseling to students, teachers and parents. In addition, 
he provides psychological testing to identified students. 

New to the position, but not new to the Supervisory Union, is Beth 
Hill, Director/Teacher of the Early Childhood Program. 

Sara Norcross replaces Beth Hill to become the new special educa- 
tor at Weathersfield Elementary School. 

Kathy Morris fills the newly created second special education 
position at Windsor High School. 

Patrick Morris returned to Hartland Elementary School to fill the 
second full-time special education position. 

Myra Mastriani fills the special education position at State 
Street School while Elizabeth Lananna is on leave. 

Nancy Lovejoy fills one of two speech/language pathologist posi- 
tions. Three-fifths of Nancy's time is spent providing speech/lan- 
guage services in Windsor and West Windsor. The remaining two-fifths 
of her time is spent providing services to children in the Early 
Childhood Program. Hartland and Weathersfield speech/language serv- 
ices continue to be provided through the consultation services of 
Beverly Bates of the Bates Learning Services. Betty Brooks, communi- 
Cation assistant, continues to provide direct services to identified 
students. 

Department goals for the year include implementing the newly 
created self-contained program for children with specific learning 
disabilities at State Street School, implementing the data management 
and IEP computer program, study on the identification of the emo- 
tionally disturbed child, in-service at the local level regarding 
handicapped children, and the continuation of cooperative planning 
with local agencies, i.e., parent support groups, SRS and Mt. Ascutney 
Hospital. 


Windsor Southeast Supervisory Union will be monitored for com- 
pliance of the EHAB Handicap Act on March 26, 1986. If you would 
like to meet with State Department personnel during the day, contact 
the Special Services Director for an appointment. 

Your Director continues to participate in monthly regional spec- 
lal education administrators meetings conducted by the State Depart- 
ment, participates in the State Association of Special Education 
Administrators, and attends State and university in-service training. 
Participatory training for the fall included the State Department 
workshop for the development of quality indicators for special edu- 
cation programs following the Vermont adoption of the Johnson-Gadbery 
Model. 
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We are proud of our Special Education staff in this Supervisory 
Union and the work they do for special needs children. We encourage 
you to visit and meet with them. 

Copies of the Special Education Rules and Procedures are located 
in each building throughout the Supervisory Union. Contact your 
building principal or special educator if you wish to have them 
explained. 

A copy of the EHAB-86 is on file at the Superintendent's Office. 
Contact the Director of Special Services if you wish to have the plan 


reviewed.

EARLY CHILDHOOD PROGRAM 


We are proud to announce the tenth anniversary year of the Windsor South- 
east Supervisory Union Early Childhood Program! ‘This is a particularly ex- 
citing time for Early Childhood Education now that kindergarten will soon be 
available district-wide. Plans are presently being made to coordinate ef- 
forts between our two programs, particularly in the areas of screening and 
Curriculum development. 

The Early Childhood Program has two components: Essential Early Educa- 
tion, for children ages 0-6 who have been determined eligible to receive 
special education services; and Chapter 1, for children who demonstrate 
mild delays in pre-school skills. An intensive language development program, 
held three times a week at the Old South Church, continues to be a highlight 
of our program. 

Staff members include Beth Hill, Director; Judy Munger, Home Teacher; 
Nancy Lovejoy, part-time Speech/Language Pathologist; and Annette LeBlanc, 
who recently replaced Sharon Herschel as Chapter 1 Aide. Consulting physi- 
Cal and occupational therapists work with our staff to help provide inte- 
grated programs for our students. 

The program has been conducting a district-wide census of pre-school 
children in hope of assisting our local elementary schools project student 
enrollment. We encourage parents of pre-schoolers to check with our office 
(674-2144) to ensure that their child is included in this census. 

The census information is also used to notify parents of services we 
offer. We are, perhaps, best noted for the pre-school screening program we 
offer throughout the Supervisory Union. The following summary depicts the 
numbers Of children screened and/or receiving services by town:

Cheschulo as +l fothe-childsis 
found to be eligible to receive services, a program will be developed to 
meet the specific individual needs of the child. 

Beyond the actual evaluating and teaching of students, some of the activi- 
ties our staff members have participated in this year include: observing 
area programs, which serve multi-handicapped pre-schoolers; attending semi- 
mars on "Children with Downs Syndrome," "Project Talk," and "Vermont Teach- 
ers Applying Whole Language;" attending monthly district special education 
inservice meetings; meeting regularly with professionals in health care 
and social service agencies; organizing a meeting for program parents with 
the Upper Valley Support Group; conducting a meeting of 15 area pre-school 
teachers in which common concerns and needs were discussed; and computer- 
1Zing special education and census information. 

We wish to thank Reverend Blaine Edele and the congregation of the Old 
south Church for allowing us to use the church Classroom facilities. We 
also extend our appreciation and best wishes to Sharon Herschel who gave 
many wonderful hours to district Chapter 1 students.

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PSYCHOLOGIST 'S REPORT 


Last year was a very busy year for individual counseling and testing. 
This year promises to be even more busy though with a slight but positive 
change of emphasis. 

Testing, as always, continues to take a major portion of my time. Last 
year nearly 200 different students received various tests to determine 
their learning styles, check their visual perception, and different aspects 
of their mental health. Presently the numbers of children to be tested is 
on a course to surpass last year’s number. 

Consulting with parents, teachers and administration also takes a big 
part of my day. On average, the number of meetings I need to attend has 
been reduced while my individual consultations have remained the same. 

This positive change I credit to the sensitivity of the Special Education 
staff in deciding as to whether my presence is necessary. 

There is the general move from individual to group counseling in the 
majority of schools. The reasons why this change is such a positive one 
is that I am able to service many more children in the same time it took 
me to serve a few. Additionally, it allows students to learn social skilis 
in a social setting. The number of groups have increased, including a Peer 
Tutoring group that is starting in Windsor, and social skills groups 
throughout the district. There is still a need for individual counseling, 
but thanks to the presence of On-going groups, this number is much curtailed. 

There also will be continued work in providing information to other pro- 
fessionals in the district, not only in Special Education meetings, but in 
the form of workshops. Last year a workshop on parenting skills was pre- 
sented and this year teachers are the focus of a workshop dealing with the 
stress of their profession and techniques of encouraging children to learn. 
I am very excited about presenting these workshops and feel they are very 
beneficial. 

As you can tell, things are pretty busy in the psychology business and 
it will be difficult to maintain this level of activity without some help. 
With any luck I'll be able to find a master's level student needing an 
internship in the area. This could remove much of the testing and counsel- 
ing Overload with very little cost and still maintaining a highly profi- 
cient program. 

My last bit of news is that if the textbooks are right, my wife and I 
are soon to become three, and we'll soon face the ultimate Challenge, 
parenting. We are very much looking forward to this but this may be because 
we don't Know any better. In any case, even with the district needs being 
one more, I am still looking forward to another productive year.

The purpose of Chapter 1 funds is to provide supplemental instruction 
to students who are educationally disadvantaged. Identified needs for 
Chapter 1 funding, as a result of the total district-wide needs assess- 
ment, include: (1) Support for our pre-school population through the 
Early Childhood Program; (2) continued supplemental support for our 
reading, spelling and language programs; (3) continued supplemental 
Support for our math programs; and (4) continued support for psycholo- 
gical services. 

New tothe staff this year is Frani Howe, Chapter 1 basic skills teacher. 
It is the responsibility of the Chapter 1 teacher to work with the princi- 
pals in the student identification process, student programming and 
planning, and the supervision and inservice planning for Chapter 1 aides. 

The overall supervision of Federal and State Compliance of Chapter 1 
is the responsibility of the Director of Special Services. 

Also new to the staff is Bill Johnstone, computer consultant for 
Chapter 1. The Chapter 1 computer program includes twenty-seven Apple 
computers which are available to provide computer assisted instruction 
to identified Chapter 1 students. It is the responsibility of the con- 
sultant to provide technical assistance to staff for both the hard and 
software. In addition, upon request, the consultant is available to 
provide mini-workshops for interested staff and students. 
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Last June the Windsor Southeast Supervisory Union School Board approved 
a Chapter 1 Compensatory Education, Special Education (CESE), budget for 
the 1985-86 school year in the amount of $128,879. 
_ We welcome you to review our Chapter 1 project, not only at the Super- 
visory Union level, but also at the local level. We have a fine staff 
who provide good supplemental programs for your children. We encourage 
you to meet your child's Chapter 1 teacher. Get involved!

During the 1984-85 school year the Windsor Southeast Supervisory Union 
approved a grant of $30,151.52 in Chapter 2 funds. 

Chapter 2 funds must be used to supplement, not supplant, local funds. 
Through the Supervisory Union-wide Needs Assessment, identified needs for 
Supplementary programs include: (1) psychological services for testing 
and counseling Supervisory Union-wide; (2) local town needs for career 
education, gifted and talented, and the expansion of Curriculum materials. 

In June of 1985 the Supervisory Union Board approved a $26,954.49 
budget, a decrease in the Supervisory Union allocation from the State for 
the 1985-86 school year. 

A Supervisory Union-wide Needs Assessment was conducted in the spring 
of 1985. Allocation of Chapter 2 resources was based on results which 
included: continuation of needs for psychological testing/counseling 
services; computer hard and software for career education and gifted 
and talented; programs and inservice to promote art education and pro- 
gram/materials to conduct teacher training and inservice. 

Programs are administered on the local level by the building principals, 
aS individual mini-grants. The overall supervision for Federal and State 
compliance is the responsibility of the Director of Special Services. 

The Supervisory Union grant for Chapter 2 funds is on file at the 
Office of the Superintendent of Schools. We welcome you to come in and 
review the project.

We have had another productive year at the Weathersfield Schools. 
With water systems, roofs and boilers repaired or replaced, our school 
staff has been able to concentrate on improving the educational program. 


We have several new employees working for the schools this year. 

New this year to the school district is Mary Koen, our new Assistant 
Principal. Ms. Koen is based in Perkinsville, but has responsibilities 
in both buildings. Newcomers to the Elementary School are Sara Nor- 
cross, our Special Educator; Christine Hawkins, Our part-time art 
teacher for grades K-3; Judith Bullard, Chapter 1 Reading Aide; and 
Frances Dodge, Chapter 1 Mathematics Aide. Mary Ellen Toye has assumed 
the duties of general classroom aide, working in regular Classrooms, 
special education room and library. In the Middle School Peter Berger 
joined our Junior High School staff as English and Reading Teacher.

We have made some major Changes to our school program this year. 

The fourth grade moved back to Weathersfield Middle School, allowing 

With 
smaller classes, teachers are able to give our primary students an even 
stronger start to their school career. 

Students in grades K-5 still meet in self-contained classrooms, but 
students in grade.6 are now departmentalized, as are grades 7 and 8. 
The departmentalized 6th grade has worked well, providing the children 
with a strong academic program as well as saving us the need for an 
extra Classroom and a half-time teacher. 

Our Music Program has been expanded this year. Instrumental lessons 
are now available to students in grades 4-8. Mr. VonGillern, music 
teacher, offers students lessons on trumpet, flute, saxophone, Clarinet 
and tuba. A Middle School Band will be formed some time this spring. 
In addition, chorus is available for those Junior High students who 
wish to participate. 

We have continued the process of Curriculum review and revision. 
This year we are examining all of our programs to see how they will 
meet the new State regulations. In addition, we will be reviewing our 
Social Studies Curriculum and completing our revision of the Science 
Curriculum.

It is my pleasure to introduce myself as the Elementary School 
Resource Room teacher. I am enjoying my new position and am f ind- 
ing satisfaction in the work. My caseload is Currently eleven. 

Most of the students in this caseload have been diagnosed as “learn- 
ing disabled" which means that although they possess some intellec- 
tual strengths, they have a disorder in one or more of the basic 
psychological processes involved in understanding or in using spoken 
Or written language. 

__ The special educator works with an interdisiplinary team to first 
identify students who might be eligible for special education; to 
then determine appropriate assessment measures, being careful not to 
overlook any factors which might be impeding the student's learning; 
to then determine eligibility, andif determined eligible, to deter- 
mine the most appropriate individualized education program for the 
student. After this process is completed, the special educator is 
able to begin addressing need(s) of the individual, whether they be 
in improving his/her ability to listen, think, speak, write, spell, 
Or do math Calculation. Sometimes outside consultative services 

are also utilized to better the student's academic program. 

Our special gratitude goes to the Gilbert F. Davis Insurance 
Trust for donating an Apple computer, monitor, and printer to one 
particular multi-handicapped student in our school whose writing 
and speaking skills are limited.

SPECIAL EDUCATION AT 
WEATHERSFIELD MIDDLE SCHOOL 


The Special Education program at the Middle School provides a variety 
of support services for the Weathersfield School Community. The main 
focus of this program is to improve the quality of education for all 
students, especially those individuals with learning difficulties. 
Special adaptations are made by the teachers in order to maximize the 
Opportunity for student success. This program assists students in the 
development of academic and personal skills. Training programs and a 
compendium of information about special needs students is made available 
to the school personnel. 

Returning to the position of Special Education teacher at the Middle 
School is Alicia I. Jenks who has been working towards a graduate degree 
from the University of Vermont in the area of School Counseling. Many 
of the new skills Alicia has developed have been a strong asset to the 
school. Charlene Simone, Special Education aide, is in the middle of 
her seventh year of involvement with the Middle School.

SCHUOL) ‘NURSE REPORT 


The maintenance of a safe and healthy school environment is an important 
aspect of School Health Services. The school nurse provides these services 
in various ways. Hearing, vision, heights, weights and scoliosis screen- 
ings are done annually with necessary referrals. The maintenance of health 
records, general health assessment and an audit of the immunization status 
is completed every year. 

An epidemic of head lice this fall necessitated a large amount of time 
for inspection, detection, and treatment of this problem. 

The school nurse serves as a resource person for the students and staff. 
Currently an alcohol and druq awareness Curriculum is now being developed 
to meet the requirements of the Vermont Department of Education. 

Last year the Windsor Southeast Supervisory Union school nurses applied 
for and received a grant to tx+ used in the education of staff and the stu- 
dent body in the area of sexual abuse. A Child Protection Team was created 
in the Weathersfield Schools and a program involving the school, social 
services and State Police was presented to the community. A Child Safety 
Curriculum is now being reviewed and will be implemented through classroom 
instruction.
